Professor Brigham is professor of geology at Colgate University, Hamilton, N. Y. He is 
widely known for his geographical writings. Among these are: "Introduction to 
Physical Geography " (with G. K. Gilbert, 1902) ; " Geographic Influences in Amer- 
ican History " (1903) ; " From Trail to Railway Through the Appalachians " (1907) ; 
"Commercial Geography" {2nd edit., 1918); "Organic Side of Geography: Its 
Nature and Limits" (Bull. Amer. Geogr. Soc, June, 1910); "The Capacity of the 
United States for Population" {Popular Sci. Monthly, Sept., 1909); " The Develop- 
ment of Wheat Culture in North America " {Rept. 69th Meeting British A. A. S., 
Winnipeg, 1909). 

Mr. Richardson is Meteorologist in the U. S. Weather Bureau office at Duluth, Minn. 
In this capacity he had exceptional opportunity to observe the effects of the Miimesota 
forest fire of October 12, 1918, and, at the hand of the official meteorological records, 
some of which are reproduced with his article, to study the conditions which brought 
it about. 

Dr. Harshberger is professor of botany at the University of Pennsylvania. His specialty 
is plant geography. Among numerous publications in this field he has written 
" Maize : A Botanical and Economic Study " (Contr. Botan. Lab. Univ. of Pa. , 
Vol. I, 1893, No. 2); " Phytogeographic Survey of North America" (191 1), a 
fundamental work; "The Vegetation of South Florida" (Trans. Wagner Free Inst, 
of Sci. of Phila., Vol. 7, Pt. 3, 1914); "The Vegetation of Nantucket" (Bull. 
Geogr. Soc. Phila., Vol. 12, 1914); "The Vegetation of the New Jersey Pine 
Barrens" (1916). 

Dr. Griffith Taylor is Physiographer in the Commonwealth of Australia Bureau of 
Meteorology, Melbourne. He has distinguished himself by his fruitful application 
of climatology to the problems of settlement and human adaptation to environment 
in general. His main publications in this field are : " The Control of Settlement by 
Humidity and Temperature, With Special Reference to Australia and the Empire : 
An Introduction to Comparative Climatology" (Commonwealth Bur. of Meteorol. 
Bull. 14, 1916; see Geogr. Rev., Vol. 4, 1917, pp. 401-403, and Vol. 5, 1918, 
p. 86); " The Australian Environment, Especially as Controlled by Rainfall" (Com- 
monwealth Advisory Council of Science and Industry Memoir No. I, 1918); "The 
Qimatic Control of Australian Production" (Commonwealth Bur. of Meteorol. 
Bull. No. 1 1 , 1915, see Geogr. Rev., Vol. i, 1916, p. 396); "Geographical Factors 
Controlling the Settlement of Tropical Australia " (Queensland Geogr. Journ., No. 
18-19, 1918). In 1911-12 Dr. Taylor was a member of Scott's last Antarctic 
expedition, on which he has written " With Scott: The Silver Lining " (1916). He 
is also the author of "Australia in Its Physiographic and Economic Aspects" (191 1) 
and " A Geography of Australasia " (1914), both in the series of Oxford Geographies 
edited by the late Professor A. J. Herbertson.
